Art. 15. To see how much money the town will 
grant and raise for the repair of schoolhouses. 

Art. 16. To see how much money the town will 
grant and raise for miscellaneous school expenses. 

Art. 17. To see how much money the town will 
grant and raise to pay tuition of high school scholars. 

Art. 18. To see how much money the town will 
grant and raise for the support of roads and bridges 
summer. 

Art. 19. To see how much money the town will 
grant and raise for breaking roads in winter. 

Art. 20. To see how much money the town will 
grant and raise to pay town charges. 

Art. 21. To see how much money the town i 
grant and raise for the support of Crocker library. 

Art. 22. To see if the town will vote “yes” or “no”

Art. 38. To see if the town will vote to revalue the 
real estate, or act anything relating thereon. 
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Art. 39. To see if the town will grant and raise the 
sum of $50 to be expended in graveling the road lead- 
ing from A. L. Ellms to Geo. Nutters, or act anything 
relating thereon. 

Art. 40. To see if the town will vote to raise money 
to provide for the services of a public health nurse, or 
act anything relating thereon. 

Art. 41. To see if the town will authorize the se- 
lectmen to contract with the Central Maine Power Co. 
for five years for lights for the town hall or act any- 
thing relating thereon. 

Art. 42. To see if the town will grant and raise a 
sum of money to repair the Wing road, or act any- 
thing relating thereon. 

Art. 48. To see if the town will vote to accept the 
list of jurors as recommended by the selectmen. 

Art. 44. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to grant and raise to be expended and used for 
advertising the resources, advantages and attractions 
of the State of Maine. 

Art. 45. To act on any other Sain that may 
legally come before said meeting. |

Report of Superintending School 
Committee 


To the Citizens of Ripley: 

The school officials of Ripley herewith submit their 
annual report for the year ending Feb. 20, 1928. 

It is entirely safe to state that the schools of Ripley 
without exception, have prospered and done their work 
well during the twelve months since our last report. 
No untimely changes of teachers have taken place and 
there has been no unpleasant incident of any sort to 
mar the record of any school. This is as it should be 
and is greatly to the advantage of the boys and girls 
for whom the schools are maintained. 

As a matter of record, all teachers employed during 
the past year are listed in the financial report on fol- 
lowing pages. The school officials were sorry to be 
obliged to accept the resignations of some excellent 
and capable teachers during the summer vacation, due 
to personal changes of plans and circumstances. As 
these changes came at the end of the school year, 
however, it was possible to secure good teachers for 
all schools for the succeeding year. As it happens all 
teachers at present are graduates of normal school, 
and one has had several years of very successful ex- 
perience, the latter being Mrs. Rena F. Eaton. For 
many years the State of Maine has had in view the 
distant goal of “a trained teacher for every rural 
school.” | 
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The term plan adopted for the present school year is 
like the one for last year, and is as follows: 


Fall term began Sept. 5, extending to Oct. 28, 8 weeks. 
1 week vacation, Oct. 30 to Nov. 5. 
Re- auened Nov. 7, closed Dec. 30, 1927, 8 weeks. 
8 weeks vacation 


Spring term begins Feb. 20, extending to April 14, 8 
weeks. 
1 week vacation 
Reopens April 23, closes June 8, 7 weeks. 
Total, 31 weeks. 


It is possible that the school committee may find it 
possible to extend the last half of the spring term to 
June 15, thus restoring the school year to 32 weeks as 
it has been for a time previous to last year. This step 
will have to be determined a little later, if at all. 

Many things have become a routine part of each 
school year, as the noon lunch plan, health work, daily 
physical exercises as required by law, Memorial Day 
observance, public graduation in June, etc. These 
have been described in many previous reports and 
repetition would seem to be unnecessary. 

During the spring term of 1927 there were 12 dif- 
ferent pupils registered in the West Ripley School, 18 
in the Jones School, 10 in the Head of the Pond School 
and 13 in the Mills School, a total of 53. 

During the fall term of 1927 there were registered 
10 pupils in the West Ripley School, 21 in the Jones 
School and 14 in the Mills school, a total of 45. 

During the present school year the town is paying 
the tuition of the following high school pupils: in Har- 
mony High School, Muriel Bane and Eleanor Bane; in 
Cony High School, Augusta, Angie Pingree, Elizabeth 
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Pingree and Vera E. Pingree; In N. H. Fay High 
School, Dexter, Minerva Knowles, Clyde Jewett, Frank 
Laughton, Vance Wakefield, Gertrude Richardson, Lu- 
cine Richardson, Dorothy Woodcock, Elmer Sevey, 
Aletha Haseltine, Linwood Haseltine, Edward Laugh- 
ton, John Woodcock, Daniel Wakefield. Probably the 
name of Roscoe Philbrick, now a pupil in Hartland 
Academy, will be added to this list later in the year. 

The name of one post graduate student in Dexter 
High, for whom tuition was charged for the Fall of 
1926, was dropped from the list before the bill for the 
second half of the year was made up, and the amount 
paid on this account was credited to Ripley on a suc- 
ceeding bill, so that while this student completed the 
post graduate year of work, Ripley was not called upon 
to pay any tuition for the same. The actual sum 
which has to be appropriated by the town annually 
for payment of high school tuition is small, on account 
of the fact that two thirds of the amount paid out for 
this puropse annually is re-imbursed to the town by 
the State. 

The class that graduated from the Ripley Schools 
last June was made up of the following pupils: Ed; 
ward Laughton, Elwin Pingree, Roscoe Philbrick, Dan- 
lel Wakefield, John Woodcock, Charles Cooley, Aletha 
Haseltine and Linwood Haseltine. Of this number 
Elwin Pingree is doing an additional year in the gram- 
-mar school, voluntarily, Charles Cooley is at home, 
Roscoe Philbrick is in Hartland Academy, and all of 
the remaining members of the class are in Dexter 
High School. | 

In our last annual report it was stated that the Head 
of The Pond School would be re-opened for the spring 
term of 1927. This was done, as there were ten 
scholars in all available to attend, and this school was 
in operation for fifteen weeks. As the time drew near 
for the opening of schools for the last fall term it be- 
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came apparent that there would be only three scholars 
dependent upon this school, and it was then decided 
not to run it until such time as more pupils were again 
available. Two pupils were conveyed to the Mills 
School, and one was conveyed a part of the time to the 
Jones School and boarded the remainder of the time 
near that school. There seems to be little prospect in 
sight at present of opening the Head of the Pond 
School within a year, at least. 

It would seem that much benefit could be obtained 
for many of the Ripley School children if the town 
would make a small appropriation for the purpose of 
sharing in the services of the Dexter Public Health 
nurse, who also serves as school nurse in both Dexter 
and Garland. By this plan regular examinations of all 
pupils for defects which hinder school work and physi- 
cal development, such as defects of sight, hearing, 
teeth, throats, skin troubles, etc., could be made, with 
helpful home visits for report and advice. One visit 
to the Jones and Mills schools was made late in the 
Fall by the Somerset County Nurse. Her brief re- 
port of these visits, made at the request of the Supt. 
of Schools, will be here incorporated in this report. It 
would seem that more service for less expense could be 


_ given by the Dexter nurse, however, as her territory is 


so much less than a whole county and her distance to 
travel is much less. 


My dear Mr. Rollins: 
The day I visited Ripley I was unable to get to the 
school in West Ripley, but am pleased to enclose a re- 


- port of what was done in the other two schools. I hope 


at the coming town meeting that Ripley will appro- 
priate some money for health work.

A health talk was given in each school and the “6 
point star’ contest explained. A written notice of all 
defects found was sent to parents or guardians, and it 
was urged that defects be corrected. One home call 
was made. 

I happened to be at the Mills school during the noon 
hour and was especially interested in the “Lunch” 
system. It is certainly gratifying to see how efficient- 
ly and cheerfully the: little folk prepare, serve and 
clear away the lunch. They have certainly had some 
good training along that line, and are learning a valu- 
able health lesson, being taught the neat way to do 
things and also being required to take sufficient time 
to eat their lunch.

SCHOOL FINANCES 
This year no school accounts are overdrawn except 
the high school tuition account. This account is one 
which it is difficult to estimate in advance, as no one 
can tell with certainty just who will or will not decide 
to attend some high school some six or eight months 
later. For this year an increase of fifty dollars for the 
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high school tuition appropriation is recommended, in 
order to make it possible for the state to apportion 
the limit of re-imbursement next December, which is 
$700. It would seem likely that Ripley would be grant- 
ed this sum, or very nearly, and if so the overdraw 
shown ought to diminish to the vanishing point within 
a year or two. 

A very gratifying balance is shown in the common 
school account, and it is hoped that the town will al- 
low this saving to be applied to lengthening the school 
year to at least thirty two weeks, which we had pre- 
vious to last year. An increase in length of school 
year can be made if the town does not materially re- 
duce its appropriation for common schools. 

As predicted last year, somewhat more had to be 
spent for renewal of school books than was the case 
last year. 

While little expenditure was made this year for re- 
pairs of school property, this does not mean that there 
is not much which should be done to bring our school 
houses up to what is expected and desirable in these 
modern times. As suggested by some parents, a plat- 
form on the front of the Jones School would help the 
children to keep dry and clean in muddy weather, also 
warmer, and it would tend to keep a great deal of mud 
and dirt from being constantly brought into the build- 
ing. Floors are extremely old, rough, and dusty, es- 
pecially in the Mills and Jones schools. These fioors 
are unsanitary, unsightly, and cause much extra labor 
in attempting to keep school rooms and entries clean. 
Some additional paint and muresco would also do much 
to make the interior of these schools more bright and 
attractive. The Mills School in particular, is not yet 
a comfortable school room in winter weather, and this 
in spite of much effort made by the school committee 
within the past two or three years to make the room 
warmer. 
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Through the efforts of Mr. Gower the yard of the 
Mills School was gravelled during the past summer. 
As this was a very wet and muddy spot, the improve- 
ment will be of much importance. About half of the 
expense was met by funds of the school league and 
the other half by the town. The item of $12.80 which 
shows as paid to Mr. Gower in the Repairs account 
was paid out by him for gravel and hauling. It is a 
fact well deserving of mention that every parent hav- 
ing children in the Mills School contributed a day of 
work without charge, on this piece of improvement. 
Among those so contributing were Clifton Skillings, 
Fred Haseltine, Elmer Monk, Stanley Raymond, Bern- 
ard Brown, H. B. Hatch, Weston Mills, John Murdock, 
Clayton Courser, A. L. Randall and Eldridge Gower. 
Wm. Britten and Farrar Brothers also contributed by 
granting liberal discounts on the cost of hauling the 
gravel. 

The following recommendations for school appropria- 
tions have been carefully planned by the school com- 
mittee. They feel that these sums will allow of rea- 
sonable maintenance and progress. They also hope 
that if these estimates are adopted all overdraws of 
any consequence can be avoided.
